the promise, amd admitted the need;

the bourd interested enough to form a 
committee to investigate the #ub- 
hospital question, 

The chairman of the munichpal 
hospital board, Nir. Sharpe, had con- 
ducted a ome-man investigation, said 
Mr. ENliett, to the extent of writing 
the Department of Mealth and bring 
ing aA govermment engineer to Beaver 
Lodge to leok over a proposed site. 
Mr. Blliott did not thimk that the in- 
vestigation such as Waa made was 
nearly complete, as no actual costs of 
bullding or running expenses were 
estimated He said that the hospital 
board were open to censure for not 


having fully gone into the matter of 
expense of a sub-hospital years ago;
